Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent.

TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for Congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the Sales Stock of the Office of 
the Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number 
by such libraries as are using, for the Departmental publications, the arrange 
ment of public documents advecated in the Checklist of United States public 
documents, 1789-1909.
